This first concrete expression to

Washington.— The federal govern- 
ment is prepared to take any steps 
necessary to prevent a shutdown of 
the hard coal mines.

“If they fail to agree,” Hammond 
declared, “the government 16 pre- 
pared for the emergency and ‘will 
take other steps.“ 

Hammond expressed the opinion 
that neither side in the hard coal con- 
troversy would dare to assume the 
responsibility for a strike, 

“It would be suicide for either side 
to be responsible for a suspension in 
the anthracite industry at this time. 
I have too high a respect for the 
judgment of the operators and min- 


ers to believe that either would com- 


mit such an egregious . folly. And 
yet, such things have been.” 

Hammond explained that the com- 
mission will not go to Atlantic City 
but would be kept fully informed by 
daily reports on the progress of the 
conference. 

“If these: reports. to be furnished 
by, the secretary of the joint confer- 
ence lead the commission to believe 
another deadlock is in prospect, it 
will probably make an emergency re- 
port to the president.
